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Nursing Home 


Blaze Kills 13 


CHICAGO (AP) — Fire broke 
out on the top floor of a nursing 
home and smoke poured into a 
chapel where elderly residents 
were attending Mass Friday, 
killing 13 patients and injuring 
more than 30 other persons. 


Most of the victims were in 
the chapel of the 
four-story 
brick building. "If they had 
been in their rooms nothing 
would have happened," 
Fire 
Commissioner 
Robert 
Quinn 
said. 


Many of the injured, who 
ranged in age from 65 to 82, 
were 
evacuated 
in 
wheel 
chairs. 
Some 
patients 
who 
could walk fled down a fire es- 
cape. 


"I've lost a lot of people," 
one nurse said as tears ran 
down her face. She and two 
other nurses were taken by po- 
lice to identify the victims. 


Officials said 
there 
were 
about 
100 persons, 
including 
about 80 patients, in the build- 
ing 
when the blaze 
ignited 
about noon. The flames were 
extinguished an hour later. Fire 
officials said the fire apparent- 
ly started in a closet. 


Although 
Quinn 
said 
the 
flames spread to the chapel, 
the priest who was saying Mass 
there said that all he saw was 
smoke. 


The 
Rev. William 
Pollard 
said he heard the fire alarm 
about noon and when he opened 
the chapel door, the smoke was 
thick and chest-high in the cor- 
ridor. 


The priest said he pitched in 
to try to extinguish the fire and 
then helped evacuate patients. 


"I feel sad that so many 
people were injured and there 


was nothing I could do to help 
them," Father Pollard said. 


Hospital officials said most of 
tht injured were suffering from 
smoke inhalation, not 
burns. 
On6 policeman was reported in- 
jured. 


A firefighter who was on the 
scene early said, "When I got 
there (the fourth floor) I saw a 
lot of smoke and a lot of 
people. They just didn't have a 
chance." 


Some of the victims were 
treated by doctors on the first 
floor. An employe of the home 
said the residents remaining at 
the home "have not panicked." 


A social worker at the four- 
story 
Wincrest" Nursing 
and 
Rest 
Home said 
83 elderly 
patients were counted in the 
morning census. 


The city building department 
said the nursing home was built 
from fire-resistant 
materials, 
and had concrete - reinforced 
floors and roof. 


Building inspectors gave the 
building a good rating and ap- 
proved it for up to 88 occupants 
last September. 


The city board of health also 
inspected the home Jan. 8 and 
gave it a good rating. 


Msgr. Clifford Bergin of St. 
Gertrude's 
Roman 
Catholic 
Church, a few blocks from the 
nursing 
home 
on 
Chicago's 
North Side, said he arrived at 
the scene shortly after noon. 


"I anointed the people who 
were being brought into the 
yard and those who had not 
been evacuated on the second 
and third floor." 


The monsignor said the fire 
was 
confined to the 
fourth 
floor.

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 
Edmund Brown Jr. said Friday 
his proposed state-run fund to 
ease the state's medical mal- 
practice crisis would include a 
"landmark" provision of some 
free care to the poor. 


The 
plan, 
however, 
was 
promptly labeled "wholly in 
adequate" by the president of 
the 
26,000-member 
California 
Medical Association, who ex- 
pressed doubt it would attract 
the 18,000 physicians needed to 
make it work. 


"There would be no real fi- 
nancial relief for physicians — 
or for their patients," Dr. Carl 
Goetsch said in a statement. He 
said the proposal would require 
doctors to pay out over 10 
years as much as they would 
for presently available insur- 
ance. 


The 
Democratic 
governor's 
proposal, introduced with bi- 
partisan support, came as doc- 
tors in the Los Angeles area 
continued a month-long slow- 
down to protest tripled private 
malpractice insurance rates. 


Brown's plan would cut the 


annual 
premium 
for doctors 
who join the state fund to an 
average $4,000 this year, about 
a third of what private com- 
panies are asking. 


H o w e v e r , the premiums 
would rise at 15 per cent plus 
the increase in the consumer 
price index for medical serv- 
ices each year until they could 
hit $28,000 in 1986 — which the 


Anaheim Eyes Plan To Block 
SCE's Electricity Rate Hike

ANAHEIM—Spurred by a five 
per cent increase in wholesale 
electricity 
rates, 
councilmen 
Friday reviewed plans to get 
the city into the electrical gen- 
erating business. 


The plans, unveiled by a num- 
ber of city consultants, would 
switch the city's role from a 
purchaser of Southern Califor- 
nia Edison electricity to a new 


role as "an investor in power 
plants throughout the United 
States. 


A Seattle-based consultant, R. 
W. Beck and Associates, said 
the city should become involved 
with Intermountain Power Pro- 
ject, of Utah; the Kaiparowits 
generating plant in Southern 
Utah;.expansion of the San On- 
ofre Nuclear Generating Sta- 
tion, the Navajo plant in Arizo- 
na and other planned power 


plants. 


Herbert Westfall, a managing 
partner of the Beck firm, pre- 
dicted the city would realize a 
$266 million savings in 
the 
amount it pays for electricity 
between 1980 and 1990 if it em- 
barks on the investment rather 
than purchase program. 


Westfall said the city would 
pay the Edison Co. $1.814 billion 
over the decade if it continues 
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sponsors said would be $12,000 
in 1976. 


The plan would avoid state 
subsidy of taxpayers' money. 


It calls for doctors to work 
out regional plans to provide 
voluntary free or below-cost 
service to the poor.

booked for investigation of kid- 
naping and sexually molesting 
a 14-year-old boy, authorities 
said.

Ortega, 44, an attorney and 
former 
high school 
teacher, 
was appointed to the Agricul- 
ture Labor Relations Board last 
fall by Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. 


He was held in county jail in 
lieu of $7,500 bail, said Sheriffs 
spokesman Bill Miller. 


"It's inappropriate to com- 
ment at this point," said David 
Jensen, spokesman for the gov- 
ernor. The ALRB, also withheld 
comment. 


Miller 
said 
the 
boy 
was 
picked up by Ortega, driving a 
state-owned car, in the Sacra- 
mento suburb of Fair Oaks and 
driven to the Cosmopolitan Ho- 
tel across the street from the 
Capitol. 


Miller said the boy said he 
was molested during the ride 
downtown. He said Ortega reg- 


istered them at the hotel as fa- 
ther and son. 


"He took the boy and went up 
to a room where he partially 
unclothed the boy and is al- 
leged to have committed sev- 
eral acts of sexual perversion 


"The boy got away, grabbed 
his clothes and ran into .'the 
bathroom. He looked the door 
got dressed, opened the bath- 
room door and ran out the door 
oi the room. 


"He went to the clerk's office 
where he was described as cry- 
ing and distraught." 


Miller 
said 
the 
boy 
was 
afraid the man had a weapon. 


Ortega also was booked for 
investigation of kidnaping, sex 
perversion and assault and bat- 
tery at Sacramento's

jail at 12:30 p.m. Friday, Miller 
said. 


The boy was not identified 
because of his age.

FULLERTON-Police 
today 
are questioning a 23-year-old 
Fullerton man arrested Friday 
on suspicion of murder, kidnap- 
ing, rape and robbery. 


Kenneth Richard Hulbert, 517 
S. Paula, was apprehended at 
his home Friday morning and 
charged with multiple crimes in 
at least nine separate incidents 
reported 
i n the 
past 
three 
months in Los Angeles and Or- 
ange Counties. 


The Fullerton police acted 
alone in the capture, but the 
arrest of the suspect climaxed a 
month-long search coordinated 
by officers from eight cities. 


Capt. C. D. Davis said detec- 
tives located the suspect by 
following a lead they had re- 
ceived from a citizen who had 
seen a drawing of the man 
published in the 
newspaper. 
They traced the man to his 
residence and began a stakeout 
early Friday. 


Hulbert was not at home but 
police talked to a woman he 
apparently lives with. He re- 
turned about three hours later, 
spotted the police trap and sped 
away as officers followed. 


After a 15-block chase, he 
surrendered quietly to Sgt. Lee 
DeVore and Det. Jerry Storey, 
Davis said. 


Hulbert is suspected in two 
early January Fullerton attacks. 
The body of Gina Marie Usher, 
19-year-old Whittier house- 
wife, was discovered in the 
back seat of a car and a Ful- 
lerton College coed was kid- 
naped, raped, robbed and beat- 
en. She was left for dead in - 
ditch in the south county area, 
but survived the attack. 


In 
addition, 
police believe 
Hulbert is responsible for one 
other killing, an attempted kill- 
ing and multiple other crimes 
including 
robbery, 
kidnaping 
and rape. 


The two Fullerton 
attacks 
were the latest in a string of 
rapes that prompted police from 
eight agencies to coordinate a 
manhunt for the assailant. 


Twenty-one 
officers 
from 
agencies in Fullerton, Buena 
Park, 
Norwalk, 
Lakewood, 
Downey, 
Whittier, 
Riverside 


and 
West Covina met 
about 
three weeks ago and decided 
attacks in all cities were simi- 
lar. 


"We're sure it's the same 
guy and we've got him," Davis 
said. 


The method of operation in all 
the attacks was similar, ac- 
cording to Davis. Victims were 
usually kidnaped at 
gunpoint 
from a public place, robbed, 
raped and left somewhere, he 


said. The women were always 
white, 
young (late teens to 
early 20s) and alone. 


Hulbert is being held in Ful- 
lerton jail. All involved police 
departments have been contact- 
ed. Davis said and all victims 
will participate in 
a 
lineup 
early next week. 


Formal 
complaints 
against 
Hulbert will be obtained from 
the district attorney's office "as 
soon as possible," Davis said.

Ruling Lifting 


Spending Lid 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling on 
federal campaign spending lim- 
its clearly will affect Califor- 
nia's campaign reform act, the 
chairman of the state's political 
reform commission said Fri- 
day. 


But Daniel Lowenstein em- 
phasized in an interview that 
the federal and state laws are 
different, and the nation's high 
court ruling was 'on the con- 
stitutionality of the federal law 


On the positive side, Low- 
enstein said, the major thrust 
of California's law is campaign 
disclosure requirements, and he 
said the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling upheld that sort of re- 
quirement. 


In future court tests, how- 
ever, he added, the portion of 
the state's 1974 Political Re- 
form Act most likely affected 
by 
Friday's 
U.S. 
Supreme 
Court ruling will be the lids on 
spending for statewide races 


"Those limits 
will be the 
most directly affected portion 
of the act. But we have two 
years to work with the legisla- 
ture to try to come up with 
something within the court's 
decision," he said. 


Currently, there is no court 
case challenging those state- 
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leagues and said in a separate 
opinion that the language of the 
First Amendment "should be 
taken at face value and not be 
frittered away by exceptions." 


The Appellate Division grant- 
ed a petition brought by the 
New York Times and the Daily 
News to vacate the gag, im- 
posed on reporters by the trial 
judge, 
State Supreme 
Court 
Justice John Starkey. 


The court said that Starkey 
"is prohibited from enforcing 
his oral orders of Jan. 13 and 
Jan. 15 respectively, and his 
written order entered Jan. 20 
and the said orders are va- 
cated."

in 
Starkey's 
Brooklyn 
courtroom of Robert "Sonny" 
Carson, onetime head of the 
Brooklyn chapter of CORE, and 
five other defendants. 


They were accused of the vig- 
ilante-style murder of 
Philip 
Williams, 34, on May 23, 1973. 
Williams and Henry 
Manley 
were, said to have stolen $5,300 
in cash and several decorative 
items from a hotel Carson co- 
owned in the Bedford-Stuyve- 
sant section of Brooklyn. 


Manley was kidnaped 
and 
shot on. the same day Williams 
was killed.

buy 
wholesale 
electricity 
from the utility, company. 


If the council chooses to go 
into the generating business as 
minor stockholder in power 
plants, Westfall forecasts the 
municipal expenditure at $1.540 
billion. 


Anaheim is the only city in 
Orange County which buys elec- 
tricity from the Edison Co. at 
wholesale 
prices 
then 
turns 
around and sells it to city resi- 
dents at retail prices. 


On the average, city officials 
said, the plan to buy then sell 
electricity has given Anaheim 
residents electrical bills that 
are about five per cent lower 
than the Edison Co. billings. 


But the city has become in- 
creasingly dependent on the 
Edison Co.- for large amounts 
of power 
and 
according 
to 
W a s h i n g t o n, D.C. attorney 
George Spiegel, Anaheim is the 
largest municipal customer of 
any investor-owned utility in the 
United States. 


To relieve the dependence, 
Spiegel, Westfall and city utili- 
ties director Gordon Hoyt out- 
lined plans to diversify the 
city's power sources. 


The key-to the plan is the 
city's issuance of §150 million in 
a l r e a d y authorized revenue 
bonds and the city's ability to 
take advantage of an integrated 
transmission system that serv- 
ices both the city and the Edi- 
son Co. 


Hoyt said the legal mecha- 
nism to set up the integrated 
system has been in existence 
for more than three years, but 
after lengthy negotiations the 
shared lines plan should become 
a reality in about three months 


City councilmen declined to 
commit t h e m s e l v e s to the 
electrical generating plan Fri- 
day, saying they shouldn't com- 
mit themselves to' such an un- 
dertaking with only three of the 
five city councilmen present. 


Mayor Bill Thorn called him- 
self, Miriam Kaywood and John 
Seymour "the working coun- 
cil" near the end of a six-hour 
hearing on the electrical options 
open to the city. 


Thom c h i d e d 
councilmen 
Ralph Sneegas and Calvin Pe- 


bley, both absent Friday and 
both facing re-election in April, 
as "the lame-duck" council. 


Seymour said no action on the 
first step in the bond plan—an 
initial $1.9 million 
electrical 
bond—or on a potential increase 
in city electricity rates should be 
taken with a short council. 


The city will be hit with a 5.1 
pel cent increase in the amount 
it pays for electricity on Sun- 
da}, but will not be able to 
adopt a new electrical 
rate 
schedule for customers until at 
least Tuesday. 


City Atty. Alan Watts said the 
increases could not be retroac 
tive, and the new rates would 
have to be computed from the 
day the new rate schedule is 
adopted. 


To offset the increase from 
the Edison Co.—a rate hike the 
city has formally protested to 
the Federal Power Commission, 
—Anaheim electric rates would 
increase an average 1.9 per 
cent for residential users, 4.9 
per cent for commercial users, 
and 7.7 per cent for industrial 
users. 


Councilman Seymour said the 
Anaheim electrical system was 
getting so complex, the council 
could not possibly keep up with 
intricacies of court cases, rates, 
massive bonds and changes in 
the status of various power 
plant projects. 


He said the city needed 
utilities commission, a plan that 
has been discussed for months. 


On a 3-0 vote- the council 
instructed the city staff and the 
chamber of commerce to pre- 
pare recommendations for the 
duties and role of such a com- 
mission and to report back to 
the council with the information 
within 30 days.

Richard Castillo, 1104 Mira- 
mar St., received multiple bul- 
let wounds when two officers 
disguised as ambulance attend- 
ants opened fire after arriving 
in the bank to evacuate wound- 
ed bank manager Gerald Guess, 
33, to the hospital. 


Guess, who was wounded once 
in the upper chest, also was 
reported in critical 
condition 
late Friday at South Coast Com- 
munity. 
' 
Police said Castillo^ blasted 
his way into the bank with a 
rifle shortly before 9 a.m. and 
took several female employes 
and Guess as hostages. All but 
one of the women escaped or 
were allowed to leave the build- 
ing at 30812 S. Pacific Coast 
Highway before the disguised 
officers entered and shot Castil- 
lo. 


A spokesman for the FBI said 
no charges 
have been filed 
against Castillo. "We're waiting 
to see how things turn out at the 
hospital," he said.

C M A Suit In SF Asks Relief 


From 'Low Physician Fees' 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
- 
The California Medical Associ- 
ation filed suit in federal court 
Friday 
seeking 
relief 
from 
what it called illegally low phy- 
sician fees which are "sabotag- 
ing" the state's Medi-Cal pro- 
gram. 


The suit asks the court to ei- 
ther order California to in- 
crease Medi-Cal payments to 
physicians or else bar the fed- 
eral government from further 
funding of the medical pro- 
gram. 3 


Joining the CMA in the class 
action suit is Dr. William S. 
Hendricks, a Watts physician 
whose practice includes more 
than 90 per cent Medi - Cai 
recipients. 


The court was told that even 
though the law requires a state 
to set fees so as to enlist parti- 
cipation by enough doctors to 
ensure "mainstream medicine" 
to the indigent, California has 
set a fee structure solely as a 
means of cost control. 


It was set, the suit claims, 
"without due regard 
to 
the 
needs and rights of Medi-Cal 
patients to receive proper care 
and the rights of doctors to be 
reimbursed at a proper level." 


The CMA charges that the 
fees are so low that they "sub- 
vert the intent of the Medicaid 
(federal) 
program 
by 
dis- 
couraging 
physicians 
from 
treating Medi-Cal patients." 


"This 
program," 
declared 


Dr. Carl Goetsch, CMA presi 
dent, "is being further aggra 
vated by the sharp rise in phy- 
sicians malpractice 
insurance 
premiums. 
The higher 
rates 
cannot be passed along, since 
Medi-Cal payments are essen 
tially frozen at fees that were 
substandard when set nearly 
decade ago and now represent 
only a fraction of normal fees. 


The physician said that over 
the decade Medi-Cal payments 
have risen only 2Vi per cent 
while the cost of living has ris- 
en by more than 65 per cent. 


"Consequently, medical fees 
now are less than the physi- 
cian's actual cost and this loss 
must be subsidized by private 
patients," said Goetsch.

Fire Captain Wayne Green 
said the call hail been received 
at 11:40 a.m. and that the blaze, 
which had started in the bed- 
room, was under investigation. 
A fire department spokesman 
said one probable cause, still 
being checked, was an 
un-

BONN, West Germany (AP) 
— The United States and six 
other 
nuclear 
powers 
have 
agreed on principles governing 
the export of nuclear power 
stations, the West German For- 
eign Ministry said Friday. Un- 
der the guidelines, recipients 
must promise not to use newly 
acquired know-how to make nu- 
clear weapons. 


The agreement aims at estab- 
lishing identical security regu- 
lations for all nations using nu- 
clear power. A Foreign Minis- 
try spokesman called it a logi 
cal continuation of the nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty, taking 
into account growing coopera- 
tion 
resulting 
from 
the 
in- 
creased use of nuclear energy. 


The spokesman said agree- 
ment was reached in London 
and set into force by an ex- 
change of notes Tuesday follow- 
ing months of negotiating be- 
tween the United States, the So- 
viet Union, Canada, 
Britain, 
France, Japan and West Ger- 
many.

Sick Pay Excludable From Income Tax 


By RAY DE CRANE 
(Sixth in a Series) 


K you were absent from work 
during any part of 1975 because 
of either a sickness or an injury 
and were paid by your employ- 
er during this period of en- 
forced absence, you may ftow 
be entitled to a valuable sick- 
pay exclusion. 


An exclusion Is much more 
valuable on an income tax re- 
turn then a deduction. Since it 
is considered an "adjustment to 
income" it is taken directly off 
the gross income before arriv- 
ing at adjusted gross income on 
"the tax return. 
. 


The amount of the exclusion 
depends upon the length of time 
you were absent from work and 
the degree of compensation. 


If you received full pay or 
anything in excess of 75 per 
cent of your normal pay, the 
exclusion becomes effective aft- 
er a 30-day waiting period. 


Count off 30 consecutive days 
and then start taking your ex- 
clusion at the rate of $100 a 
week or your actual pay, if it is 
less than $100 weekly. 


For the worker receiving less 
than 75 per cent of normal pay 


•while off sick or injured, there 
is only a seven-day waiting peri- 
od. It at least one full day was 
spent in the hospital during any 
part of his absence, this worker 
has no waiting period and his 
exclusion starts operating on 
the first day. 


For those receiving less than 
75 per cent of normal pay the 
weekly exclusion is the actual 
rate of pay, or $75 a week, 
whichever is less. 


After the first 30 days the 
exclusion for this worker is 
stepped up to the actual rate of 
pay received, or $100 a week 
whichever is less, for the re- 
mainder of his period of abs 
ence. 


A prime requirement for this 
special treatment is that pay is 
received from the employer 
during this period and that the 
income is included in the gross 
income for the year. If you 
received no compensation while 
you were absent from work, you 
have no exclusion.

Brown, a Democrat, had ear- 
lier elevated Municipal Court 
Judge Philip Schwab to the Su 
perior Court bench.

SANTA ANA—Former Santa 
Ana High School band director 
Mona Theiss' $400,000 libel suit 
against trustee Peter Vogel for 
labeling her an "irresponsible 
teacher" 
has 
rekindled 
the 
transfer controversy a m o n g 
members of the Santa Ana 
school board. 
And it apparently has vaulted 
once-philosophical disagree- 
ment between Vogel and trustee 
Elizabeth Robertson into a per- 
sonal, temper-flaring confronta- 
tion. 


Mrs. Robertson has chal- 
lenged Vogel's request for legal 
representation by Santa Ana 
Unified School District attor- 
neys. Vogel responded by term' 
ing the act a "personal vendet- 
ta." She denied the charge, 


Following a three-hour execu- 
tive session last Tuesday, Mrs. 
Robertson asked the board un- 
successfully to withdraw tax 
support for Vogel's "personal' 
court battle with Mrs. Theiss. 


She said his letter about Mrs. 
Theiss in The Register's Clear- 
inghouse on Nov. 23 did not 
represent an action of the 
board, but only his personal 
opinion about the teacher and 
her qualifications. 


"The school district should 
not assume the responsibility 
for Vogel's defense," she told 
other trustees. She asked for an 
immediate vote, but could not 
get a second to her motion, 


Instead, the board instructed 
Supt. Charles Kenney to seek an 
opinion from the Orange County 
counsel's office, the district's 
legal adviser, on the issue and 
possible conflict of interest if 
other board 
members were 
named as defendants in the 
suit. A report is due Feb. 10. 


Mrs. Robertson approved the 
request, but said the board al 
ready had agreed to contact the 


county counsel's office in an 
informal vote behind closed 
doors in the executive session. 


After the meeting, Mrs. Rob- 
ertson said the board should not 
use tax funds to defend the 
personal actions of Vogel. 


On the other hand, .Vogel said 
he has already received assur- 
ances from the county counsel's 
office that the district would be 
required to finance his defense 
against the libel suit. 


Mary Fryer, board president, 
said the board should also ob- 
tain a ruling from the district's 
liability insurance carrier be- 
fore any action is taken at the 
next trustee meeting Feb. 10 


Vogel's letter in-The Register 
defended'the board majority's 
stand in refusing to reinstate 
the band teacher in her former 
job. She currently is teaching at 
Carr Intermediate School under 
a transfer order issued by the 
superintendent. 


He was responding to a letter 
Mrs. Robertson had published 
in The Register on Oct. 16. She 
defended the opposition of her- 
self and Mrs. Pryer to the 
transfer order. 


Also, she believed the board 
should have followed court or- 
ders reinstating Mrs. Theiss 
pending the outcome of the Su 
perior Court hearings. A judge 


ruled the district erred in its 
transfer procedure, but said the 
ruling was only on the single 
issue and not any future trans- 
fer orders that would be issued 
by the superintendent. 


Vogel defended his actions 
and declared the disagreement 
with Mrs. Robertson as 'person- 
al" one. "I opposed her and 
now I'm her target," he said 
in a telephone conversation this 
we$k. 


He believes the board split 
has caused friction in the dis- 
trict, but there still is "good 
morale" among employes. 


Mrs. Robertson, however, is 
opposed to using any district 
tax funds or the insurance car- 
rier to defend Vogel. 


She said she wants the board 
to remain neutral in the suit 
and future confrontations be- 
tween Vogel and the former 
band teacher.

"All other measures within 
the power of the court to insure 
a fair trial must be found to be 
unavailing or deficient. No in- 
vasion of the freedom of the 
press should be sanctioned un- 
less it appears clearly on the 
record that the court has in- 
quired into the potential danger 
to the defendant if the prej 
udicial information is published, 
that on substantial grounds it 
appears that the defendant will 
be deprived of a fair trial as a 
result, and that the danger can- 
not be avoided or minimized by 
other means, such as by se- 
questering the jury or through 
proper instructions to the jury. 


"In short, an order directing 
the press not to publish the in- 
formation ought to be the last 
resort of the court."

Birch Bayh of In- 
diana, Lloyd Bentsen of Texas 
and Henry Jackson of Washing- 
ton, former Georgia Gov. Jim 
my Carter, former Sen. Fred 
Harris of Oklahoma, Gov. Mil- 
ton Shapp of Pennsylvania, for- 
mer vice presidential nominee 
Sargent Shriver, Rep.

California law gives the sec 
retary of state until April 5 to 
add more names to the list, and

However, she said, Brown 
has not yet replied to her writ- 
ten inquiry of Jan. 6 as to 
whether he wants to-be a favor- 
ite-son candidate. She said she 
would add his name to her list 
if he requests it.

Nevada Nuclear Tests Almost Commonplace After 25 Years 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) - the state of over $85 million 


With a deafening roar and a 
blinding flash which lit up a 
predawn desert sky, the first of 
hundreds of nuclear devices 
tested in Nevada was detonated 
25 years ago this month. 


The bomb set off Jan. 27, 1951, 
was a one-kiloton blast — small 
compared 
to 
the 
20-kiloton 
bombs dropped on Nagasaki 
and Hiroshima. But accounts of 
the test were splashed across 
front 
pages 
of 
newspapers 
around the world. 


Code-named "Able," the de- 
vice marked the first nuclear 
test in the United States since 
the "Trinity test" in New Mexi- 
co in 1945, just before the atom- 
ic bombing in Japan. 


The only previous postwar 
nuclear tests conducted by the 
United States were done in the 
Pacific in 1946 and 1948. 


"Able" caused a spectacular 
white flash, topped by a red 
glow, and was visible for hun 
dreds of miles around the blast 
site at Frenchman Flat, 
dried-up desert lake bed. 


Gamblers in Las Vegas ca- 
sinos, about 100 miles south, 
paused when they heard the 
roar but then w6nt back to 
their games of chance. The 
bomb was dropped from a 
plane and detonated about 1,060 
ieet above the desert. 


Preparations for the "Able" 
test were shrouded in secrecy. 
The only advance notice was a 
Jan. 11 statement that then- 
President Truman had author- 
ized such tests in Nevada. 


"Able" was the first of a to- 
tal of 456 nuclear tests at the 
Nevada Test Site. The most re- 
c e n t 
b l a s t , 
code-named 
"Muenster," was detonated this 
Jan. 3 beneath the desert on 
the 1,350-square-mile site. It 
had a yield of between 200 kilo 
tons and one megaton of TNT, 
making it at least 200 times 
more powerful than "Able." 


The contrast beween the two 
devices 
mirrors 
the 
big 
changes over the years in the 
testing program. The Energy 
Research and Development Ad- 
ministration (ERDA), formerly 
the Atomic Energy CommiS' 
sion, now employs 5,300 persons 
in Nevada and has a payroll in 


yearly. 


In 1951 the agency's staff 
came into the state as a task 
force and was housed in a Las 
Vegas hoteL They left after the 
first series of tests was com- 
pleted. 


Tests are now underground. 
Increasing public concern over 
radiation fall-out plus develop 
ment of a treaty between the 
United States and Russia led to 
the end of air or surface blasts. 
The last such test in Nevada 
was conducted July 11, 1962. 


The spectacular flashes that 
marked the earlier tests, plus 
the roar of the blasts, are gone. 
You might hear a clapping 
sound now, the sound of the 
earth literally slapping against 
the atmosphere. But ground 
motion can now be felt as a re- 
sult of the underground tests. 
Shock waves from the recent 
Muenster" test were felt as 
far away as Sacramento, Calif., 
300 miles west. High-rise ca 
sinos in Las Vegas swayed. 
Seismologists at the California 
Institute of Technology in Pasa- 
dena measured the blast at 5.9 
on the Riohter scale. 


When the "Able" blast was 
set off 25 years ago, there was 
extensive discussion afterward. 
Area residents were quoted as 
saying the publicity over the 
blast would help their area, 
while national leaders aired 
views on the technical and po- 
litical significance of the test. 


But there was very little pub- 
lic reaction over the recent 
M u e n s t e r " test. ERDA 
spokesman Dave Jackson says 
the tests are "now generally 
accepted as one of the things 
people do in Nevada. 


The people who have been 
here the longest accept the test- 
ing the most," he adds. "To 
them, it's like living next to an 
airport." 


Charles Romano, 86, a retired 
casino pit boss, says he wasn't 
worried about the first blast be- 
cause he knew it was coming 
and he later bought a picture of 
the 
mushroom-shaped 
blast 
cloud. 


But Romano says after 25 


years the tests still don't seem 
commonplace. "Hell no, I'm 
not used to them," he said. 
"During the last one I was al- 
most shaken out of the chair I 
was sitting in. These new tests 
are a lot different than the old 
ones." 


The testing was halted for 
about six ^months when a De- 
cember 1970 blast allegedly 
spread 
radioactive 
material 
over 
many , western 
states. 
ERDA said no dangerous levels 
of radioactivity have gone be- 
yond the borders of the test 
site. 


A strike of workers stopped 
activity at the site for four 
months in early 1970. 


Testing of nuclear devices in 
Nevada was also stopped be- 
tween 1958 and 1961 by the Eis- 
enhower administration. It re- 
sumed after Russia launched a 
major atmospheric testing pro- 
gran. 


There also was a $100 million 
lawsuit filed to stop the tests, 
but a federal court judge dis- 
missed the action in 1972. 


About 250 square miles of the 
test 
site 
are 
partly 
con- 


taminated with plutonium, a ra-J 
dioactive element. About ' 12 
square miles have been fenced 
off because the radiation, level 
is too high to permit human ac- 
cess without special gear. 


Dave MUIer, another ERDA 
spokesman, says the area with- 
in the test site now considered 
to be unsafe amounts to "well 
less than one per cent of the 
whole area." He says that 
"we're 
being 
ultraconserva- 
tive" in closing off the areas. 


He and Jackson say ERDA 
anticipates continuing its test- 
ing program in Nevada.

But 23 were part of the 
"Plowshare" project between 
1962 and 1971 aimed at develop- 
ing peacetime uses for nuclear 
energy.

Title Insurance 
Company Accused 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
state Department of Insurance 
¡has accused Title Insurance & 
T r u s t 
Co. 
of 
alleged 
wrongdoings similar to charges 
leveled by a federal grand jury 
against the firm's parent com- 
pany, TI Corp. 


Department counsel Angele 
Khachadour said Thursday the 
administrative accusation con- 
tends the trust company "in- 
tentionally 
and 
knowingly" 
overdrew its account at Bank 
of America in Los Angeles to 
invest the money "for its own 
use and benefit." 


The parent firm was accused 
of the same check kiting prac- 
tice in the grand jury in- 
dictment. 


The 
alleged 
overdrafts, 
reaching as high at one time 
as $59 million, were written on 
the company's Bank of Amer- 
ica account here, the depart- 
ment said. 


The trust company was also 
accused by thè state of violat- 
ing anti-rebate provisions of] 


state insurance laws by main- 
taining 1,000 bank accounts 
around the state, mofe than 
were needed for business pur- 
poses. 


"We deemed this to be a type 
of illegal rebate to the banks in 
order to get business," Miss 
Khachadour said. 


"We understand the depart- 
ment is seeking a monetary 
fine," said a company spokes- 
man, but the department has 
not specified what penalty it 
seeks. The company official 
said he expects "the matter to 
be concluded promptly." 


The firm's parent company, 
TI Corp., attempted to plead no 
contest to check kiting charges 
Monday. However, U.S. District 
Judge Robert Firth deferred 
decision on whether to accept 
the plea. 


Check kiting involves misus- 
ing for investment purposes the 
time lag, called a "float," be- 
tween the time a check is writ- 
ten and when it is presented for 
payment.

.HOPEWELL, Va. (AP)

¿ale Gilbert was wracked with 
tremors and chest and side 
pains. His eyes twitched. His 
speech was slurred. He knew it 
was 
something 
more 
than 
nerves. 


He had been working for Life 
Science Products Co. Inc., a 
manufacturer of an insect poi- 
son ingredient, since August 
1974. He started feeling ill last 
spring. 


Gilbert, 34, went to a com- 
pany 
doctor 
who 
said 
he 
couldn't 
pinpoint 
what 
was 
wrong but that it could be 
nerves. The doctor wrote a pre- 
scription, Gilbert said. 


"I knew that wasn't right," 
Gilbert said. "I tore the pre 
scription up and my wife made 
an 
appointment 
with 
Dr. 
Chou." 


Dr. Yi-Nan Chou, an internist 
at Hopewell's John Randolph 
Hospital, put Gilbert in the hos- 
pital 
immediately 
and 
sent 
blood samples to the federal 
Center far Disease Control in 
Atlanta. 


Several days later, the report 
came back: Gilbert was suffer- 
ing from Kepone poisoning. Ke- 
pone, 
a 
powdery, 
chemical 
cousin of DDT, is used in ant 
and roach poisons and Life Sci- 
ence was manufacturing it. 


The diagnosis that Gilbert 
had it in his blood has led to: 


—The shutdown of Life Sci- 
ence last July by the Virginia 
Department of Health after the 


Tests Link 


Pesticide To 


Liver Cancer 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
There is new medical evidence 
that Kepone, the highly toxic 
pesticide that sickened workers 
and contaminated a Virginia 
region, also causes liver cancer 
in test mice and rats, Congress 
has been told. 


Russell Train, administrator 
of the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, said dgta soon to 
be released by the National 
Cancer Institute will give his 
agency a basis on which to ban 
the manufacture and sale of 
Kepone. 


Gov. Mills E. Godwin Jr. of 
Virginia 
reported 
tests 
now 
show there are no longer detec- 
table traces of Kepone pollution 
in the atmosphere near Hope- 
well, Va., where it was manu- 
factured. He said there is no 
evidence 
that 
Kepone 
has 
harmed anyone other than the 
workers and families who were 
exposed to large doses of it. 


But Godwin said he cannot 
now assure 
Virginia's 
fish- 
ermen and 
oyster 
gatherers 
when it will be safe to reopen 
the contaminated James River 
Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt„ a 
member of the Senate agricul- 
t u r e 
subcommittee 
which 
opened the first major hearings 
on the Kepone controversy, said 
it is clear to him that ultimate 
responsibility lies with the Al- 
lied Chemical Co. 


Allied had a contractual ar- 
rangement with the Life Scien- 
ces Co. which manufactured 
large quantities of the ant and 
roach pesticide in a Hopewell 
facility, a former garage. 


Allied had formerly manufac- 
tured Kepone, mostly for over- 
seas clients, in its own facil- 
ities. 


"The fact is that somebody 
knew — Allied Chemical, for 
example — how dangerous this 
was," Leaby said. 


Godwin bad said Allied has 
furnished up to $175,000 to pay 
for the Kepone clean-up and 
disposal. 


Leahy 
questioned 
whether 
that amount is enough. 


"Shouldn't they have a re- 
sponsibility 
to 
tell 
anybody 
about this?" he asked. "I am 
concerned that it is not just 
enough for a large corporation 
to pay their taxes and keep 
their plants looking nice when 
they knew something like this 
was there." 


Dr. Robert Jabkson, director 
of preventive medicine for fee 
Virginia department of health, 
testified that* at least 76 Life 
Science employes have been 
made ill by exposure to Kepone 
and that 30 of these and several 
family members have been hos- 
pitalized. 


The Kepone illness results in 
tremors, nervousness, unusual 
eye movement, loss of memo- 
ry, slurring of speech, severe 
weight loss, high pulse rates, 
pain in the joints and chest and 
liver damage, Jackson said. 


He said the .disease also has 
caused sterility iri several: bf 
the imeri involved. 


company had been in operation 
16 months. 


—Discovery that 28 Life Sci- 
ence employes had seriously 
high levels of Kepone in their 
blood, 
needed 
hospitalization 
and were suffering symptoms 
much the same as Gilbert's. 
Families of several Life Sci- 
ence employes also have shown

tamination. 


—A lawsuit by 12 Life Sci- 
ence employes asking $29 mil- 
lion in damages from Hooker 
Chemicals & Plastics Corp. and 
Allied 
Chemical 
Corp., 
the 
firms that .supplied the in- 
gredients used to produce Ke- 
pone. The suit claims the com 
panies didn't adequately warn 
Life Science workers of the 
dangers involved in Kepone 
manufacturing. 


—Closing 
of 
a 
100-mile 
stretch of Virginia's major riv- 
er, the James, and its tribu 
taries to fin and shell fishing 
because Life Science Products 
effluent was. dumped into the 
river. Traces of Kepone were 
found in the river as far as 65 
miles from the plant. The fish- 
ing ban has brought economic 
hardship to commercial fish- 
ermen.

Life Science Products, in this 
city of about 24,000 that calls 
itself "the chemical capital of 
the South," was the nation's 
only producer of Kepone, most 
of which was shipped overseas 
by Allied. 


Allied developed Kepone and 
holds the patent on it. The gi- 
ant chemical 
company 
con- 
tracted with Life Science to 
manufacture it on Nov. 30, 1973. 
Production began the following 
March. 


Allied said it farmed out the 
production of Kepone at its 
Hopewell plant to make space 
for the production of synthetic 
resins. An Allied spokesman 
said Life Science bid and won 
the contract to produce it. 


Life Science Products' 
co- 
owners, Virgil A. Hundtofte and 
William P. Moore, were former 
Allied employes 
whose 
jobs 
were eliminated when Allied 
moved its agriculture chem- 
icals division from here to 
Houston, Tex., several years 


An Allied spokesman called 
Moore 
"the 
most 
knowl- 
edgeable man in the nation con- 
cerning t-he manufacture of Ke- 
pone," and said he shared the 
Kepone 
patent 
with 
Allied. 
Court records show Moore is 
drawing a $9,239.88 annual pen- 
sion from Allied. 


A lawyer representing Hun- 
dtofte and 
Moore 
said 
his 
clients will have no comment 
on the matter. 


Delbert R. White, 30, a for- 
mer Life Science plant superin 
tendent who is suffering from 
Kepone poisoning, said he was 
assured 
by 
Hundtofte 
and 
Moore there was nothing in the 
Kepone production "that would 
hurt a human being." 


Both White and Gilbert said 
Kepone dust was several inches 
thick in the production area of 
the plant and that the dust also 
was in an area where employes 
took breaks and ate meals 
Health officials have speculated 
that Kepone on the workers' 
bodies 
and 
clothing 
con- 


taminated members of 
families. 


White said the company ini- 
tially provided only paper cov- 
eralls and later gave the work- 
ers respirators. 


Gilbert said that during his 
employment at Life Science, 
which operated out of a con 
verted service station, he saw 
Moore at the office only a half 
dozen times and never in the 
production area. 


Hundtofte, he said, generally 
stayed in the front office about 
50 feet from the production 
area. Asked if Hundtofte or 
Moore had Kepone poisoning, 
their lawyer said, 'Either one 
or both were affected by the 
Kepone, but I don't know to 
what extent." 


Allied Chemical and Hooker 
Chemicals have denied respon- 
sibility for the employe illness- 
es and have asked that the law- 
suit against them be dismissed. 


Doctors say that most of the 
28 Life Science workers who 
have been hospitalized at one 
time or another with Kepone 


their poisoning are suffering from 
damage to the brain caused by 
toxin. They also have liver 
damage, sterility, visual de- 
fects, weight loss, tremors and 
speech difficulties. 


Kepone has been found to 
cause cancer in rats, but no 
trace of cancer has been found 
in the Life Science employes. 


Besides the 28 Life Science 
workers 
who 
needed 
hospi- 
talization, symptoms of Kepone 
poisoning have been found in 
about 70 other employes. Only 
one is now hospitalized, but 
most of the others have not 
been able to work because of 
the poisoning and are drawing 
$149-a-week 
workmen's 
com- 
pensation checks. 


About 150 persons worked for 
Life Science at one time or an- 
other. Tests are continuing to 
determine whether they have 
the chemical in their blood. 


A federal grand jury will be 
empaneled Jan. 26 to determine 
if any federal environmental 
laws were violated in the pro- 
duction of Kepone.

Schmit Admits Grand Jury

ANA—Supervisor 
Laurence Schmit said in a court 
document that he has been sub- 
p o e n a e d before the county 
grand jury "on several occa- 
sions" within the past three 
months and "interrogated at 
length...about my activities." 
' His statement, along with] 
signed affidavits from Supervi 
sor Ralph Diedrich and deputy 
Dist. Atty. Michael Capizzi, 
were filed in Superior Court late 
Friday by Supervisor Robert 
Battin. 


Battin is attempting to prove 
the district attorney's office sin 
gles out candidates supported 
by political contributors Dr. 
Louis Cella and Richard O'Neill 
for investigation, while failing 
to probe Republicans backed by 
the Lincoln Club. 


The effort is part of a pretrial 
motion seeking to have the 
charges against him dismissed. 
The supervisor faced charges 
stemming from his alleged ille- 
gal use of county-paid aides and 
materials in his 1974 campaign 
for lieutenant governor. 


The statements Schmit and 
Diedrich filed were intended to 
show that both had been invest! 
gated by the district attorney's 
office. 


Capizzi was questioned about 
whether he had investigated Re- 
publican candidates W i l l i a m 
' Dannemeyer or Assemblyman 
John Briggs, R-Fullerton, but 
1» invoked a statute declaring 
that such information is confi 
dential. He added that by invok- 
ing that privilege, he drew no 
inferences as to whether or not 
any investigations were con- 
ducted. 


But Schmit's admission that 
he had been questioned about 
"alleged 
wrongdoing" 
before 
the grand jury "on several oc 
casions" was a new develop- 
ment. 


The only known times he was 
questioned by the county jury 
was twice in relation to the 
jury's probe of Dr. Cella, who 
recently was indicted on 171 
counts stemming from an al- 
leged scheme of diverting mon- 
ey from two hospitals he con« 
trolled into political campaigns, 
including Schmit's.

.; However, it is known that the 
¿¡strict attorney is Investigating 
fts failure to declare in disclo- 
sure forms that he received 
about $9,000 while on the payroll 
of a Cella-controlled hospital 
while campaigning for his su- 
pervisoral post in late 1974. 


In a handwritten addition to 
Us typed statement, Schmit- 
added that he was refusing to 
sign the affidavit on the advice 
of his attorney but feaid he 
would be willing to testify to 
what was contained in the state- 
ment. He then signed his name 
by the note beneath the state- 
ment. 


Diedrich said in his brief 
signed affidavit that he had 
been 
questioned 
before 
the 
grand jury "and interrogated 
about my activities," but did 
not hint what he was questioned 
about. - 


Presumably, this was about 
any role he may have had in the 
Fidlerton city bribery scandal 
which resulted in the indictment 
of a city planning commission- 
er, architect LeRoy Rose, Died- 
rich's former campaign treas- 
urer.

work in the wilderness, with

watching each other and the 
Americans monitoring both the 
opposing armies. 


The U.S. monitoring role was 
specified in the interim Mideast 
peace agreement negotiated in 
August by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 


Twenty-five Texas construc- 
tion workers, with bulldozers 
and equipment airlifted from 
the United States, are building 
three observation posts and 
planting four fields of sophis- 
ticated sensors 
— electronic 
ears — that will detect any mil- 
itary movement through the 
strategic Gidi Pass and the 
Mitla Pass 12 miles south. 


The Mitla and Gidi passes 
are the only routes through the 
mountains of central Sinai ac- 
cessible to armor and heavy, 
machines. They played no role 
in the 1973 Mideast war, but in 
1967, when Israel captured the 
Sinai peninsula, Israeli jets eas- 
ily bombed Egyptian convoys 
in the Mitla Pass, leaving a 
snake-like trail of iron wreck- 
age. 


"The sensors will detect any 
vehicle traffic within 400 or 500 
feet, and personnel movement 
within 30 meters (100 feet)," 
correspondents were told by 
Layne, who was assigned to 
start the project because of his 
experience with electronic sys- 
tems in Vietnam. 


When 
correspondents 
sug- 
gested 
human' sentries 
or 
watchdogs would give a wider 
detection range, the Marine 
colonel said the sensor system 
had been tested in Vietnam, 
and tested successfully." He 
refused to give further details, 
but conceded the ground micro 
phones would be unable fo spot 
a 100-man force moving two or 
three miles away. 


"We are covering the passes, 
ana that's all," Layne said. He 
said the protocol agreed by Is 
rael 
and Egypt 
at 
Geneva 
"called for the installation of 
certain equipment- and that's 
what we are doing." 


Layne and Gerald John, State 


Department contracting officer 
at the desert construction site, 
both said the U.S. Central In- 
telligence Agency had "no role 
at all" in the truce-watching 
system. 


Construction of a temporary 
base camp for the U.S. Sinai 
Field Mission began last Satur- 
day on a bleak plateau in the 
middle of the Gidi Pass, 216 
miles from Tel Aviv and about 
25 miles from the Suez Canal. 


The U.S. monitors, unarmed, 
will be in a United Nations buf- 
fer zone about a mile from the 
Israeli front line and 18 miles 
from the Egyptian front after 
the 
February 
troop deploy- 
ments. 


So far the base camp looks 
distinctly unlike a sophisticated 
electronic headquarters. Bull- 
dozers scrape the foundations 
f o r 
fiberglass 
bunkhouses 
among piles of laundry deter- 
gent boxes, suitcases, camp 
beds, 
shower 
cabinets, . and 
crates of antennas and trans 
mission lines. The cook at the 
mess hall, housed in a trailer, 
sports a cowboy hat and a girl- 
ie magazine pokes from his 
pocket. 


The construction workers are 
from E Systems Inc. of Dallas 
and the Zachary Co. of San An- 
tonio and some have been 
sleeping outdoors. 


About 150 monitors — possi- 
bly including some women — 
will live in 20 bunkhouses until 
permanent camp is 'com- 
pleted in July, with precast 
concrete housing and air condi- 
tioning. 


"There will be a recreation 
area with billiards, Ping Pong 
and outdoor games, a movie 
theater and chapel and a com- 
missary for shopping," said 
Layne. "But the biggest prob- 
lems we anticipate will be 
sand flies and boredom." The 
Sinai, comfortably balmy now, 
gets torrid in the summer but 
Layne said the desert was "less 
hostile 
terrain- than 
I ex- 
pected." 


The Americans will monitor 
radio signals at three watching 
tations from electronic geo- 
phones in the U.S. sensor fields, 
and survey Israeli and Egyp- 
tian stations in the United Na- 
tions buffer zone. 


The Israelis have had an ear- 
ly warning station for years at 
Um Hashiba, four miles from 
the American camp, and the 
Egyptians are now building a 
similar hilltop post to overlook 
he Israeli front.

And we're happy 
he agrees with us that making a 
building requirement of the tile would be 
nonsensical.

Something Wrong With Her: ? 


The women's movement has begun to 
complain, rightly so, of sexual harass- 
ment by bosses and clients. As women 
gain access to executive positions some of 
them come face to face with: Go out with 
me or (fill the blank) and you'll get a 
promotion and/or contract.

Sale Profit 


Studies show most Americans think 
businessmen make 30 or 40 cents on 
every dollar sale. The truth is it's 6 or 8 
cents. This letter attempts to explain 
why the big discrepancy exists. 


When stores offer 30 per cent off 
during sales, a citizen naturally as- 
sumes that they normally pocket that 30 
per cent' and 
more. This idea 
is 
"proven" when the citizen learns that 
wholesale prices are 40 per cent or so 
lower than retail prices, and thaLhe can 
make some things — bread, clothes, 
furniture — for about one-third what he 
must pay to buy them. 


But a merchant only puts on sale the 
goods he can't sell at the "regular" 
price. The "regular" price was so high 
nobody would buy; it isn't what other 
people are paying, it's what other peopie 


won't pay. Maybe the merchant thought 
they would buy ; if he did, he was wrong. 


And think what the retailer does for 
you with the 40 per cent difference 
between what he pays and what you pay 
— the wholesale discount. He figures out 
what you are going to want next month, 
finds it, brings it to his store, displays it 
in convenient and attractive surround- 
ings, tells you he has it, and lets you 
handle and examine it before you buy or 
walk out. This service, and his bad 
guesses which end up as sale merchan- 
dise, costs enough to shrink his 40 cent 
markup to 7 cents profit. 


Hiese are economic facts. If you can 
find a new way to beat them, let's you 
and me go into business. We'll get rich.

UNDER ATTACK 


Bicentennial And The Right To Property 


By ALLAN C. BROWNFELD 


WASHINGTON — In celebrating the 
200th anniversary of the American Re- 
volution we should, be concerned not only 
with. heralding the event but also ' in 
commemorating the ideas and values 
which motivated that event. 


At the present time there are many 
attacks upon the concept of private prop- 
erty. Land use legislation has been prop- 
osed which would tell individuals exactly 
how their property can and cannot be 
used. Our tax system has become one in 
which those who work and earn a living 
are taxed to support those who do not 
work. There are many who argue that, 
somehow, the American political 
philosophy demands an "equal" distribu- 
tion of wealth. 


In a free society those who urge an 
egalitarian society in which each of us, 
regardless of his contribution, has the 
same amount of material goods, and an 
authoritarian society, in which govern- 
ment tells us how to use our goods, have 
every right to advocate such views. 
What they do not have the right to do is 
to argue that such views are in any 
sense consistent with the American 
political philosophy. 


The philosopher who had the most 
important influence upon the Framers of 
the Constitution was John Locke. In his 
"Second Treatise" he declared that, "The 
great and chief end therefore, of man's 
uniting into commonwealths, and putting 
themselves under government, is the 
preservation of their'property. . .Every 
m?n has a property in his own person. 
Hiis nobody has any right to but himself. 
The labor of his body and the work of his 
hands, we may say, are properly his. 
Whatsoever, then, he removed out of the 
state that nature hath provided andleft it 
in, he hath mixed his labor with it; and 
joined to it something that is his own, and 
thereby makes it his property." 


those who advocate an "equal" dis- 
tribution of property claim that, in doing 
so, they are simply applying the. 
philosophy of the Founding Fathers to 
matters of economic concern. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. • - 


In The Federalist Papers, for example, 
James Madison clearly deals with this 
question. He wrote that, "The diversity in 
the faculties of men, from which the 
rights of property originate, is not less an 
insuperable obstacle to a uniformity of 
interest, Ihe protection of these faculties 
is the first object of government. From 
the protection of different and unequal 
faculties of acquiring property, the pos- 
session of different degrees and kinds of 
property immediately results." 


FYom the very earliest days, the Ameri- 
can colonists learned the important les- 
son that the entire idea of the "common 
ownership" of property was both imprac- 
tical and inequitable. 


Discussing t h e experience at the 
Plymouth Colony, Prof. Gottfried Dietze, 
in his important book, "In Defense of 
Property," writes that, "Irrespective of 
what each one of the colonists produced, 
everything went into a common 
warehouse and the government doled out 
the proceeds of the warehouse as need 
seemed to require. However, this system 
soon proved to be unsatisfactory. The 
. warehouse was constantly running out of 
provisions, and many of the colonists 
were starving. In view of this emergency, 
Governor Bradford and the remaining 
members of the colony agreed during the . 
third winter to give up common owner- 
ship and to permit each colonist to keep 
the products of his work. This gave 
incentive to all. Came spring, reported 
Governor Bradford, 'the women now 
went willingly into the field, and took 
their little ones with them to set com, 
which before would alledge weakness, 
and inability; whom to have compelled 
would have been thought tyranny and 
oppression.' The result of these efforts 
• was a.happy one." 


Professor Dietze, reviewing the history 
of the entire American colonial period, as 
well as the thinking of the Framers of the 
Constitution, concludes that, ". . .the 
American Revolution became, to a great, 
extent, a movement for the protection of 
property." 


James Otis' treatise, "The Rights o£the 
British Colonies Asserted and Proved," 
published in 1764, requests the right to

Tough Judge

participate in Parliament as a means for 
the protection of the colonists' liberty and 
property. The resolutions of the Stamp 
Act Congress of 1765, as well as John 
Dickinson's "Farmer's Letters," shpw 
that the colonists considered property . 
rights as an essential part of freedom. A 
Massachusetts circular of 1768, drafted 
by Samuel Adams, stated that, "It is an 
essential unalterable right in nature, 
ungrafted into the British Constitution, as 
a fundamental law, and ever held sacred 
and irrevocable by the Subjects within 
the Realm, that what a man has honestly 
acquired is absolutely his own, which he 
may freely give, 6ut cannot be taken from 
him without his consent." 


John Adams, in his "Defense of the 
Constitutions on Government of the Un- 
ited States of America," also urged his 
countrymen to recognize the need, for the 
protection of private property. Shortly • 
after the American Revolution, those in 
the colonies who disagreed with this idea 
of property rights and sought an equal 
distribution of property, rebelled. The 
movement came to a head in Mas- 
sachusetts with Shay's Rebellion when 
the debtors, unable to capture the legisla- 
ture, revolted. The Federal Constitutional 
Convention, many historians argue, was 
convened largely because of a belief in 
the ethics of property and the necessity to 
protect such property from the kincls of 
rebellions which had occurred in Mas- 
sachusetts. 


In this connection, John Adams de- 
clared that, "Property is surely a right of 
mankind as surely as liberty. . .The 
moment the idea is admitted into society 
• that property is not as sacred as the laws 
of God, and that there is not a force of law 
and public justice to protect it, anarchy 
and tyranny commence." 


The Bicentennial should reacquaint 
Americans with; the value in which the 
Founding Fathers held private property. 
Unfortunately, that value is now under 
serious attack. Americans must under- 
stand that if property rights are ever 
eliminated, other rights will fall as well.' 
This is something the Founders greatly 
feared. Unfortunately, .these fears seem 
on their way to realization.

PITTSBURGH — It's not only the 
Steelers who play a rough game in this 
iron town. There are the school teachers. 
For weeks they were on the line — the 
picket line. What made this strike differ- 
ent from scores of other militant school 
stoppages was not the unusual size of the 
court fines which hit them, nor the length 
of the illegal walkout which began Dec. 1, 
but the tough unbending bench. Namely a 
Aot-for-long obscure common pleas court 
judge, Donald E. Ziegler. 


He threw more than the book at AI 
Shanker's American Federation of 
Teachers' Local 400. He moved-like 
high-noon incarnate. 


Angered by the long strike'« Illegality 
and "willful civil contempt of court," 
Judge Ziegler first issued a return to 
work injunction Jan. 3. 


Rejected, he hit the union with a $25,000 
fine. Then with a daily $10,000 punishment 
for every school dçy it paralyzed the 
system. And each teacher was personally 
fined $100 per strike day. And he meant 
it He got the school board solicitor to 
set up an official roster of strikers — 
some 4,100 — so they could be notified 
individually be registered letter. 


- 
NYC Standards 
Thus thé tax began running to some 
$420,000 daily toward the beginning of this 
past week. Still no union compromise. 
The Pittsburgh Federation of Teachers 
(PFT). said, flatly, no contract no work. 
Hie basic issue was Increased salaries. 
The Board of Public Education said it was 
fresh out of money. The PFT said it 
wouldn't go back without more pay. By 
New York standards the differences 
wasn't that much, several million dollars. • 
But who needs New York City standards? 


On .or about Jan. 13, Judge Ziegler 
thought he'd had enough. He ordered both 
sides into conference rooms. He told them 
he'd dispatch sheriff's deputies to escort 
both side in If they dallied. He came 
himself. He posted two deputies at the 
doors. Settle, said he. No one leaves 
except the news people. They didn't 
settle. 


Fines began to mount. By the time I left 
town here they totaled over $2 million. 
That didn't do it So the judge ordered the" 
sheriff to move in and seize the union's 
assets and cash and bank accounts. 
. Deputies under Sheriff Eugenp Coon got a 
locksmith. The locks were changed on the 
building. For sale noticc^ were put up. No 
one could get in or out.' 


Obviously the desks, tables, typewri- 
ters and coffee machines wouldn't bring 
much. But the judge was determined to 
show who and what the law is. Well, what 
with some 15,000 in the bank and the 
furniture depreciated, the union couldn't 
care less. 


It set up shop in the hospitable Painters < 
Local Union No. 6. Other unions offered 
their headquarters and secretarial help. 
Union lawyers moved for a court order to 
remove the padlocks. They were ready to 
post a $100,000 bond to cover the union's 
fine which stood at $75,000 that moment. 


And then the teachers began rallying 
the rest of the union movement. 


They got the AFL^CIO Building and 
Construction Trades Council (meaning 
the hard hats), the Council of Profession- 
al Employes and the new national AFL- 
CIÔ Public Employes Dept. as well as 
other local central union bodies to talk of 
mobilization and demonstrations. 


Hie fines mounted. TTie school youngs- 
ters for the most part went without 
education for over eight weeks. But the 
teachers held tight and tough. Then the 
Amalgamated Food Employes Union 
Local 590 posted the $100,000 bond. On 
Monday Jan. 19 Sheriff Coon, under 
Judge Ziegler's orders, reopened the 
doors. The teachers had their headquar- 
ters back. Still they struck. At this time 
my reading is they won practically all 
they sought. 


Learnltig Lessons 


But that will depénd on the judge. He 
has said he's take the teachers' personal 
unpaid fines out of the local's future dues. 
That means over $2 million. Crushing for 
a 4,600-merpber teachers federation. 
• There are lessons to be learned from 
the teachers here. Certainly, other school 
unions, such as the one in New Bedford, 
Mass. ($337,000), have been fined. And 
several score teachers have been jailed, • 
such as in New Haven. And some, as in 
the Buffalo, N.Y., suburbs, await appeal 
decisions on their prision sentences. 


Virtually all of the teachers' strike 
epidemic has been illegal. But in 
Pittsburgh the indignant judge threw 
what he would at the instructors — ' 
padlocks, the sheriff's office, heavy per- 
sonal fines, a daily $10,000 union 
(Pittsburgh Federation pf Teachers) pen- 
alty, and the thfeat of indefinite prison 
terms. He directed sheriff's ° deputies 
literally to lock in and guard negotiators 
— the whole thing. 
But^the teachers now are much like 


coaldlggers or steelworkers. The fact that 
teaching is in thé public sectors, and 
practically everywhere the law says such 
striking is illegal, means nothing. Labor 
solidarity does it. 


And this is just the beginning. As the 
empty coffer crunch hits the nation's 
cities, the confrontation will escalate. 


And the competitiveness for rpore miiit- * 
ant stances between Shanker's AFLrCIO] 
Teachers Federation and the huge 1.7 
million member independent National. 
Education Assn., led by the young team 
of Terry Herndon> and John Ryor, will 
sharpen. 


In the next year or so the teachers front 


— will be.labor's Super Bowl.

NEW YORK (AP) -- A New 
Orleans 
stamp 
dealer 
has 
bought a U.S. one-penny blue 
stamp for $57,000, believed to 
be an auction record for 
single U.S. stamp. 


The stamp showing Benjamin 
Franklin is one of two known 
mint examples of the issue. The 
one-day 
auction 
Thursday 
which brought in a total of 
$312,750, was devoted entirely 
to the earliest federal issues of 
postage stamps, from 1847 to 
1857. 


The stamp's new owner is 
Raymond 'A. 
Weill, 
said 
spokesman for Robert A. Siegel 
Auction Galleries here. 


The spokesman said that the 
figure was a record. The seller 
p r e f e r r e d 
t o 
r e m a i n 
anonymous, he said. 


The previous auction record 
for a single U.S. stamp was 
$47,000, paid about 18 months 
ago.for a 24-cent airmail stamp 
issued in 1924. It shows the air- 
plane flying upside down. 


John Michels, thé director of 
Ford's New Hampshire cam- 
paign, said he had never seen 
any such releases. 


But a fill-in-the-blank release 
was mailed to an Associated 
Press reporter in Washington 
on Jan. 21, along with a letter 
from Ford 
committee press 
secretary Peter Kaye, also in 
Washington. Also enclosed were 
copiés of newspaper 
stories 
about Reagan and an analysis 
of Reagan's record prepared by 
the Ford campaign staff. It was 
not clear whether the fill-in-the- 
blank release was enclosed by 
mistake in the packet sent to 
The AP. 


No names had been inserted 
in the blanks on the release in 
the packet sent to The AP. 


Kaye could not be reached 
for comment on the denial by 
the New Hampshire officials. 


The news release purportedly 
gave details of a pro-Ford, anti- 
Reagan speech, but left blanks 
for the name of the speaker. 


For instance, a typical para 
graph in the release said: 


"Calling

T r u s t e e s , however, voted 
against closing Finley School at 
present. They said continuing 
evaluation should be made of 
the Finley area, since Finley's 
Enrollment has recently shown 
evidence of increasing while an- 
other facility in the general 
area—Sequoia—is beginning to 
experience a decline. 


Trustees complimented 
the 
audience this week for the lack 
of outbursts at a time when 


decisions were being reached 
"which were difficult for all of 
us." 


The trustees ordered continu- 
ity studies on possible boundary 
changes, transfer of children to 
nearby schools, alteration of 
bus routes, placement of porta- 
ble school rooms, safety of 
walking school children and oth- 
er factors necessitated by the 
school closings. 


"I don't want to see any child- 
ren of the same family separat- 
ed by these changes," insisted 
trustee Ada Clegg.

A c o n t r o v e r s i a l 
matter 
comes up involving TV and its 
relations with whomever, and 
Lear is quite apt to be among 
those quoted, and his views 
usually are given the royal 
treatment, as though he is the 
greatest of authorities. 


Let's face it. The man has 
been a success as developer of 
shows. And I have found my- 
self in agreement with him 
several times in his battles 
within and without the indus- 
try, notably his comment inre- 
involvement of the government 
in programming. 


He was the first within the 
industry to point out that cer- 
tain branches of the industry 
were clamoring for the govern- 
ment to get out of program- 
ming by eliminating restric- 
tions on network use of time 
before 8 p.m. and at the same 
time were urging government 
action to control reruns. 


Lear was hailed as pioneer- 
ing a new trend in program- 
ming when he brought out "All 
in the Family" and got it onto a 
network only after he had first 
run into rejections. 


Hp has followed that up with 
enough other 
successes to 
make some believe he can do 
no wrong. 


He ran into problems with 
"Mary Hartman, Mary Hart- 
man," which reportedly was 
rejected as a prime time series, 
by all three networks. So Lear 
took it on himself to build a 
market 
among 
independent 
stations and up to now has done 
so in such a way that again he 
has 
been 
acclaimed 
as a 
pioneer. 


Yet, for some reason, one 
has to wonder about all this 


success. Much of it has been 
built on what I consider to be 
an attempt to,see just how far 
one can go with TV content 
without arousing public up* 
roar. In other words, is he 
actually a false god? 


Certainly, 
the contest of 
some of his comedies 
has 
stretched somewhat beyond 
limits observed by television 
for many years, 
rightly 
or 
wrongly. That accounts for the 
delay of "All in the Family" 
and the complete network veto 
of "Mary Hartman." 


Lear's constant complaint is 
that any attempt to restrict TV 
program content is a constitu- 
tional infringement. That may 
be entirely true. Yet I wonder 
sometimes if the man 
isn't 
confusing what one can legally 
do in the way of free speech, 
and Avhat one should do from 
the standpoint of good taste. 
. 
I don't see too many episodes 
of "Mary Hartman," but what 
I have seen could be questioned 
on the point of good taste. And, 
although so far those stations 
.carrying the show have been 
quick to point to high ratings,

Dispute Settled On King Kongs 


Movie fans will get a chance 
to go ape in the future. 


Big news for big monster 
movie fans: There will be two 
King Kongs, remakes of the 
old Fay Wray classic. Re- 
member the great ape on the 
Empire State building with 
the heroine clasped in one fist 
while he swatted away attack- 
ing airplanes like so many 
gnats? 


Well, that film property 
prompted, two companies to 
plan or begin production of 
new versions of the 1932 clas- 
sic "King Kong." 


It also developed into a 
legal tug of war and despite a 
continuing war of press re- 
leases and countersuits, both 
companies proceeded with 
plans to produce their respec- 
tive versions of "KK." 


Now comes an announce- 
ment from New York, actual- 
ly what was dubbed a joint 
announcement, that both fac- 
tions in the "KK" war have 
reached agreement in the re- 
ference to producer Dino De 
Laurentiis' "King Kong" and 
Universal Pictures' produc- 
tion of "The Legend of King 
Kong." 


Basic terms of the agree- 
ment include provisions that 
the two producing companies 
will each withdraw, the legal 
actions filed against each 
other, in addition to providing 
the De Laurentiis film, which 
will be distributed throughout 
the United States and Canada 
by Paramount Pictures, with 
a clear and unencumbered 


way to the world theatrical 
market. 


The wave of Hollywood nos- 
talgia continues. 


It is contemplated that Uni- 
versal will not release its KK 
film earlier than 18 months 
following the De Laurentiis 
flick. 


De Laurentiis fired the first 
salvo in the "KK" war by- 
announcing about two months 
ago that he was beginning 
production on "KK" with 
John ("The Towering Infer- 
no") Guilierman directing. 
Reportedly, this Paramount 
release will bring the ape 
saga up to date, 


Meanwhile, Universal an- 
nounced that its "Legend of 
KK" would §tart filming ear- 
lier this month with Joseph 
("The Taking of Pelham One 
Two Three") Sargent as di-. 
rector. This film, it is ex- 
pected, will keep the over- 
sized gorilla in the same era 
as the original version.

tions possible." 


In a separate statement, 
Sheinberg, president and chief 
operating officer of MCA, 
said: "Our agreement per- 
mits Mr. De Laurentiis to 
make the best possible film 
• and permits Universal to 
select the best possible ap- 
proaches to its King Kong 
venture. Universal intends to 
produce and released a King 
Kong film under optimum 
production and distribution 
conditions, subsequent to the 
De Laurentiis film release." 


However, the MCA exec 
added significantly that Univ- 
ersal^ (MCA is the parent 
company here), legal actions 
•against RKO will continue and 
"will be vigorously pursued." 


So a "KK" skirmish or 
backlash persists. 


Putting things into 'proper 
big-time movie-filmdom pers- 
pective was Barry Diller, a 
Paramount exec, who was 
quoted as saying (puffing?): 


"I am extremely gratified 
that an agreement has been 
reached. 'King Kong' has al- 
ready created a phenomenal 
impact on the public and we 
believe our Christmas release 
will be one of the most excit- 
ing and original motion pic- 
ture events of all time."

Part of the increased spend- 
ing is due to more expensive 
movie tickets — $5 for some 
films in New York City. 


Government statistics show 
recreation accounts for about 
6.5 per cent of all consumer 
spending.

Stock Exchange-listed issues. 


Big Board volume hit 38.51 
million shares, surpassing the 
previous record of 38.45 million 
set Jan. 15, and up from 29.80 
million on Thursday. 


.Turnover in NYSE-listed is- 
sues, including activity in those 
stocks on other markets around 
the country, had reached 44.22 
million shares by the New York 
close. 


The market's upward rush 
through the month toppled a 
wide variety of records. The 
Dow's gain easily surpassed the 
87.45-point rise of January 1975 
and also bested it on a per- 
centage basis, 14.4 per cent to 
14.2. 


The monthly total of shares 
traded on the Big Board, an es- 
timated 635.million, surpassed 
the previous standard of 432.53 
million set in January of last 
year by more than 200 million. 


By the end of 1975, there had 
been only eight 30 million-share 
days in NYSE history. This 
month the average for 21 ses- 
sions, was slightly mare than 30 
million, with the daily totals go- 
ing over that level 12 times. 


Analysts have cited a broad 
range of reasons for the mar- 
ket's spectacular showing. One 
of the most important has been 
dropping interest rates.
